WASHINGTON, May 4.—(UP)— 
President Roosevelt tonight called 
upon the business leaders of the na- 


tion’ to increase wages at once to 


meet rising commodity prices. 
Speaking at the annual dinner of 
the Chamber of Commerce of the 
United States, Mr. Roosevelt pre- 
sented a three-point program for con- 
sideration of the merchants and in- 


dustrialists, in dealing with their vast 
army of workers and in restoring eco- 
homic secufity to all. 

He asked for thé following: 

1—A more adequate 

ecale. 

2.—Outlawing of unfair com- 
petition in the industrial system. 
3.—Abandonment of provincial- 
ism in considering the countty- 
wide economic situation. 

The address of the president was 
the first important public utterance 
of’a chief executive since the Harding 
administration that was not broad- 
cast, 

The president struck out squarely 
jn his pleas that labor be given im- 
mediate consideration. Pointing out 
that when price levels begin to rise 
after a long period of declining com- 
modity prices, wages previously cur- 
tailed, lag in the general process of 
economic readjustment. 

“That result,” he explained, “has 
in the past imposed upon those who 
Jabor an unfair burden; has prevent- 
ed their: just and equitable share in 
the profits of industry and has limit- 
ed the purchasing power of the over- 
whelming majority of our popula- 
tion.’ 

“T therefore ask you,’ 
‘who represent in all probability the | 
majority of the employers of the na- 
tion, to refrain from further redtc- 
tion in the wages of your employes 
and I ask you also te increase your 
wage scales in conformity with “and 
gimultaneous with the rise of the level 
of commodity prices = so far as this 
lies within your pow 

‘It is a simple sneer: ‘that the aver- 
nce of the wage scale of the nation 
has gone down during the past four | 
years more rapidly than the cost of 
] ving. It is essential, as a matter of 
national justice, that the wage scale 
should be brought back to meet tha 
cost of living and that this process 
‘ould begin now and not later.”

WASHINGTON, May 4.—The 

steady improvement in business con- 
ditions in recent weeks has resulted 
in the re-employment of thousands of 
workers daily in the country’s shops, 
mills and stores, a survey by the 
United Press revealed tonight. 
Scattered business reports from in- 


dustrial centers indicate that the coun- 
try is experiencing a spurt of unex- 
pected proportions, which, if con- 


tinued, may shortly raise activity to 


above the levels of a year ago. This 
would be -the first time since the 
start of the depression three and one- 
half years ago that industrial activ- 
ity exceeded the corresponding period 
of the preceding year. 

Leaders of American industry here 
for the United States Chamber of 
Commerce meeting and also govern- 
ment officials who scan closely trends 
of American .business are unusually 
optimistic over business conditions 
and believe that the current expan- 
sion is of more than the usual season- 
al spring proportions.

ROOSEVELT'S PLAN 
T0 RESTORE RAILS 


Appointment of Federal 
Co-Ordinator and Sus- 
pension of Anti-Trust 
Laws Requested. 


WASHINGTON, May 4.—(7)— 
President Roosevelt’s emergency pro- 
gram for rehabilitating the railroads 
during a year’s suspension of the anti- 
trust laws was laid before congress 
today and democratic leaders took im- 
mediate steps to push it to enactment 
at the special session. 

Working until 3 o’clock this morn- 
ing at the White House, the presi- 
dent whipped into final form his 350- 
word message, asking congress to cre- 
ate a federal co-ordinator to work out 
immediate economies and permanent 
financial reorganization of the rail 
systems, repeal the recapture clause 
of the 1920 transportation act, and 
place railroad holding companies un- 
der the jurisdiction. of the interstate 
commerce commission. 

The proposal is based on the presi- 
dent’s campaign speech made last Sep- 


tember in Salt Lake City, and is one |.

Solicitor-General John A. Boykin 
Thursday afternoon was exonerated of 
charges brought by William G. Me- 
Rae, his defeated rival in the last race 
for solicitor-general, when the May- 
June Fulton grand jury returned no 
bills. Preliminaries of the grand 
jury’s several hour investigation were 
featured by withdrawal of W. T. Per- 
kerson, foreman of the grand jury, 
who asked to be excused after his 
presence on the jury was attacked by 


McRae on the ground of relationship 
to county employes. 

Bills on which the jury refused to 
indict Boykin included one of two 
coun charging that the solicitor- 
general converted to his own use $400 
entrusted to him by Arthur 8. Young, 
bunco probe defendant, in June, 1921, 
and that Boykin used the $400 to re- 
imburse Fulton county for money ad- 
vanced by the county to pay ex- 
penses af oe Young from Salt 


cRae al- 
1933, Boykin 
testified before Thomas J. Freer, 
court commissioner taking testimony 
‘in MeRae’s libel suit against Boykin, 
that Boykin had advanced $400 of 
his own money to bring Young back 
to Atlanta. The third bill presented 
to the jury and turned down was one 
charging J. E. Garrison, former in- 
vestigator for Boykin, with perjury 
in testifying before Freer that he de- 
nied receiving $400 from the county 
to go after Young. 
Boykin Is Silent. 

Solicitor-General Boykin said that 
he had no comment to make “at this 
time” on the jury’s actions. McRae 
said that he had no statement on “the 
jury’s actions, but we will try these 
charges in open court in the city court 
of Atlanta in a- few weeks when the 
libel suit is heard, and the public is 
invited to attend. ” 

Investigation of the McRae charges 
was ordered by Judge Edgar E. Pome- 
roy, who appointed Robert B. Trout- 
man solicitor pro tem., after McRae 
filed an affidavit accusing Boykin of 
“an indictable offense.” 

McRae filed his affidavit after 
Judge Pomeroy announced the decision 
of the Atlanta circuit judges not to 
disqualify themselves or Boykin in 
an investigation of county affairs, as 
had been requested by the March- 
April grand jury. 

McRae appeared before Judge Vir- 
lyn B. Moore, who is presiding in the 
first division of criminal court, Thurs- 
day and asked that Perkerson be dis- 
qualified, on the ground that he is a 
first cousin of Dr. W. L. Gilbert, a 
county commissioner, and has a broth- 
er in the tax collector's office. Me-

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ASK RAIL RATE CUT 


Representatives Appeal to 3 
Leading Carriers at Con- 
ference in Capital. 


WASHINGTON, May 4.—Repre- 
sentatives of the Georgia Peach 
Growers’ Exchange today appealed to 
officials of three of the leading rail 
carriers for a reduction of $30 to $35 
per car in freight rates on peaches 
between shipping points in Georgia 
and consuming centers of the east. 

Granting of the reduction, it was 
claimed, would not only enable Geor- 
gia orchardists to market their cur- 
rent year crop at a profit, but would 
result in the shipment of the full 
-erop without a large part of it being 
allowed to rot on the trees. 


Coming to Washington as a special 
committee representing peach growers 
of the state, J. D. Duke, of Fort Val- 
ley; Joe Gay, of Gay, and W. C. 
Bewley, of Macon, manager of the ex- 
change, conferred for more than two 
hours this afternoon with officials of 
the Southern Railway, the Baltimore 
~ Ohio and the Pennsylvania rail- 

wal: The conference was held in the 
office of BE. R, Oliver, vice president 
of the Southern. 

The growers’ committee was ac- 
companied by Clark Howell, publish- 
er of The Atlanta Constitution and 
a member of the special committee 
headed by the late. President Cool- 
idge, which recently made an exhaus- 
tive survey of rail transportation 
problems throughout the country. 

a the plight of Georgia peach 

producers, Mr owell told the rail- 
way executives that the carriers 
would lose nothing by granting the 
requested reduction, but rather would 
Henefit through the greater number 
of cars moved to the eastern market. 
Based upon the present outlook for a 
crop of 10,000 cars of Georgia peaches 
this year, he said it appeared to be 
a matter of the railroads moving 5,000 
cars at the full rate or 10,000 cars 
at the proposed reduced rates. 

Strongly urging the three lines to 
take the initiative in ordering the re- 
duction, he said it was up to them 
to experiment with the proposal for

Cobblers. 


The correct cobbler is made with a 
rich, moist baking powder biscuit 
dough, slightly sweetened and some- 
times with the addition of a beaten 
egg. The fresh or canned fruit and 
sugar are placed in the bottom of a 
buttered baking dish, the batter drop- 
ped into the fruit by spoonfuls, and 
the pudding baked in a moderately 
hot 425 degree oven about 40 minutes, 
or until the dough is done. A good 
cobbler recipe follows: 

Two cups flour, 1-4 cup sugar, 4 
teaspoons baking powder, 1-2 teaspoon 
salt, 1-3 cup shortening, 1 beaten egg, 
1-2 cup milk. 

For this amount of batter you will 
need 2 cups fruit and juice.

Poly. 

This is almost the same as a fruit 
roll, but the dough is sweeter and 
richer. It is rolled out half. an inch 
thick, spread with the fruit, then the 
edges are rolled up over the fruit and 
fastened to the dough itself by previ- 
ously wetting it. This dough, rolled 
up over the fruit center, is then steam- 
ed for two hours, or is fastened in 
a cloth (leaving room for it to swell), 
plunged into boiling water and boiled 
for two hours. 

Cottage Pudding. 

One-fourth cup shortening, 2-3 cup 
sugar, 1 egg, 1 cup milk, 2 1-4 cups 
flour, 2 1-4 teaspoons baking powder, 
1-2 teaspoon salt, 1 teaspoon vanilla. 

Combine as you would make a cake, 
creaming shortening and sugar to- 
gether, adding egg and vanilla, beat- 
ing well. Then combine dry ingredi- 
ents, add alternately with liquid. Bake 
in a square, greased pan at 350 de- 
grees for about 45 minutes. 

The cottage pudding is served with 
a sauce of crushed or sliced fruit. A 
variation from the usual cottage pud- 
ding is a chocolate cottage pudding 
(add 1-2 cup cocoa to the above recipe 
and 1-4 cup more sugar), which is 
served with a marshmallow sauce, 

Savarin With Strawberry Sauce. 

Beat together 2 tablespoons scalded 
and cooled milk, 1 yeast cake and 1-4 
set in warm place 20 
minutes until sponge is light. 

Add 3 unbeaten eggs, one at a time, 
beating after each addition. Also add 
half teaspoon salt, 6 tablespoons soft- 
ened butter, 13-4 cups flour and 2 
tablespoons sugar. Beat hard until 
smooth, Pour into individual savarin 
molds (makes 12), set aside until 
light, bake in moderate oven until 
done. Serve with Strawberry sauce 
made with fresh crushed strawberries 
sweetened with sugar. Sprinkle tops 
of baked savarins with powdered 
sugar and serve the sauce separately. 
The center of the molds may be filled 
with a few perfect, whole berries if 


desired, é 
Puff Puddings. 

One cup pastry flour, 1 teaspoon 
baking powder, pinch salt, 1 egg, one- 
fourth teaspoon grated orange rind, 
6 tablespoons sugar, 2 tablespoons 
orange juice, 2 tablespoons milk, 2 
tablespoons butter, melted. 

Sift dry ingredients together. Beat 
egg, add orange rind and sugar. Then 
add milk and sift dry ingredients until 
well mixed, add orange juice and but- 
ter. When thoroughly blended, pour 
into 4 greased and floured muffin 
pans. Bake in moderate oven about 
18 minutes. Serve warm, with pud- 


ding sauce. 
Apple John. 

Make a dumpling batter and add 2 
tablespoons melted butter to it. Slice 
into a deep, well-buttered pie pan 4 
tart apples. Sprinkle them with 
sugar and cinnamon, dot with but- 
ter. Pour oyer them the dumpling 
batter (chop the melted butter into 
the dumpling batter the last thing 
with a spoon).

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LABOR URGED 10 TAKE 
MLITANT. ATTITUDE? 


Inflation Second Only to 
Unemployment in Impor- 
tance, Says Googe. 


SAVANNAH, Ga., May 4.—(?)— 
A militant attitude on the part of 
labor and careful study of inflation 
and other national problems was ad- 
»vocated here today by George L. 
Googe, southern representative of the 
American Federation of Labor. 

Appearing before the Georgia Fed- 
eration of Laboy in eonvention, Googe 
said that inflation is second only to 
unemployment as the problem of the 
hour. 

“The labor movement does not ques- 
tion, nor do I, the inflation program,” 
he said. “It seems necessary. What 
we point out, however, is that with 
everything inflated it is the same as 
a wage cut for our workmen. Prices 
already have risen 15 per cent in mere 
anticipation.” 

Relief is becoming an almost hope- 
leas task, he said, and urged labor to 
realize what must be done now rather 
than two years hence. The para- 
mount need is for adoption of a mil- 
itant attitude and for better organiza- 
tion, he declared. 

Googe said labor agrees with the 
Black bill for a five-day week and 
six-hour day, but objects to the mini- 
mum wage clause suggested by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. He urged the con- 
vention to “put above everything the 
welfare of the labor movement which 
means the weifare of humanity in 
America.” 

He scored the “dual character” of 
railroad organizations and said they 
were dominated by railroad executives. 
Loyalty of all citizens is needed now 
more than ever before, he said.

Announcement of the signing of 
a comprehensive trade agreement 
Between Great Britain and the. Ar- 
geniine republic is fair warning to 
the American government and the 
export and banking interests of the 
United States of the competition 
American commodities may expect 
in the’ markets of the world as in- 
ternational commerce again begins 
to flow in a normal volume. 

Coincident with the announce- 


ment of the British-Argentine agree- | 


ment comes information that the 
Turkish government has arranged 
for a French loan to be used for 


the economic development of Ana- | 


tolia, further strengthening the 
trade hold on eastern Europe, which 
France has accomplished as the re- 
sult ‘of preferential agreements 
based on loans made to a half dozen 
or more nations. 

Especially in the Latin American 
countries has American foreign 
trade found the going hard on ac- 
count of the governmental and fi- 
nancial backing received by the ex- 
porters of other nations. Only with- 
in recent years have American 
goods begun to assume their proper 
position in the marts of South 
America, causing a dropping off 
of imports from such countries as 
England, Germany, France and 
Italy. } 

During the four years of depres- 
sion, importations into the Latin 
American nations have dropped to 
the lowest ebb in decades and are 
now at a figure far below normal. 
The exporting nations which holds 
a dominant position in -the rich 
South American trade in future will 
be the one most successful in cap- 
turing the greatest volume of this 
reappearing business as general eco- 
nomic conditions improve. 

The agreement reached by the 
British with the Argentine govern- 
ment will be a serious blow at 
American imports into the latter 
country unless steps are taken to 
combat it. The foreign trade in- 
terests of the United States must 
awake without delay to the fact 
that the groundwork for future 
Business relations with every nation 
in the world must be laid now, or 
else the steps already being taken 
‘by England and France and our 
other chief competitors in interna- 
tional commerce will have erected 
almost insurmountable barriers for 
American goods.

In suggesting to the Georgia 
Century of Progress commission 


to feature the bob white quail in' 


the Georgia exhibit to be placed 
in the great exposition which opens 
at Chicago ‘this summer, State 
Game and~- Fish Commissioner 
Twitty calls attention to the fact 
that, “potentially speaking, the lit- 
tle bob white is worth more to 
Georgia than her mineral resources 
or her textile mills.” 
Commissioner Twitty points out 
that— . : 
Bob White and his allies of the 
fields and streams have brought more 
“outside” capital to our state within 
the past 20 years than all of our 
boards of trade and other civie or- 
ganizations. During this period mil- 
lions and millions of dollars have been 
invested and spent in Thomas, Grady, 
srooks, Dougherty, Baker and other 
counties in the favored quail sections 
of southwest Georgia by non-resident 
capitalists who make their winter 
homes in our state, and who come 
to Georgia primarily because of the 
incomparably fine quail shooting that 
section affords. 

The roll call of the winter resi- 
dents of that section of Georgia 
includes such outstanding names as 
the Whitneys, Archbolds, Drexels, 
Binghams and numerous others 
prominent in the public, business 
and financial life of the nation. The 
rare hunting and fishing afforded 
has brought to the coastal section 
such men as Howard Coffin, Car- 
negie, Huston and the du Ponts. 

As a result of. the hunting and 
fishing attractions of Georgia these 
men have bought great estates, 


built beautiful homes and put mil- 


of developments. These invest- 
ments are, in large part, almost en- 
tirely attributable to the lure offered 
by Georgia to hunters and fishers. 

The bob white is the king of all 
game birds and his practical dis- 
appearance in other states has 
brought continually increasing num- 
bers of hunters to Georgia every 
winter from all parts of the coun- 
try. Careful protection and culti- 
vation under the direction of the 
state game department have caused 
the number of quail in the state to 
increase during the past few years, 
despite the rapidly growing num- 
ber of hunters. 

No state in the Union offers such 
a wide variety of wild life, includ- 
ing deer, bear, turkey, duck and 
quail, as Georgia, and as a result 
the state has become a hunter’s 
haven. Certainly this outstanding 
feature of the state’s attractions for 
tourists, and those who are seeking 
new homes in a moderate clime, 
should be properly displayed in the 
exhibit to be presented at the Chi- 
cago exposition.

SO THIS IS EDUCATION? 

A mere mother writes: 

“My little boy was left-handed 
and wrote very well until he entered 
the second grade and the _ teacher 
made him change to right-handedness. 
He has fallen off in all his studies ex- 
cept arithmetic, and does not seem 
to be able to concentrate on any- 
i Rg 

The most difficult patient to treat 
is a young doctor in the first flush of 
success in practice. He hag enough 
knowledge to take a hand in the case, 
but not yet enough wisdom to leave 
it entirely to the physician in attend- 
ance. 

One of the most difficult persons to 
educate is the young school teacher in 
the first flush of success in her pro- 
fession, say after she has been teach- 
ing a few years. 

Teachers and educators generally 
have always deferred to the opinion 
or advise of the physician where any 
question of illness is concerned. A 
request or a certificate from the phy- 
sician is always respected. 

But here is a condition which edu- 
cators have long regarded as belong- 
ing within. their exclusive province. 
Teachers from away back have 
pounced on the left-handed child the 
instant the uphappy youngster be- 
trayed his intolerable abnormality aad 
imposed upon him an unnatural right- 
handedness, regardless of the cost. 

Why have the educators done this? 

Oh, nobody knows, It’s just an 
old Spanish custom. 

On the other hand, can we prove 
that it is injurious in any way to 
force the naturally left-handed child 


ness? Wecan’t. So there you are. 

The fact that such forced change 
to right-handedness when the left- 
handed child enters school has evi- 
dently brought on stuttering and im- 
pairment of other faculties in a large 
number of cases does not prove any- 
thing, for it is a fact that such un- 
toward effects fail to occur in nearly 
or quite as many eases where teach- 
ers are permitted to hound and harass 
the unhappy left-handed youngster 
until he or she gives a good imitation 
of right-handédness while under the 
teacher's eye. 

After all, if a child is naturally left- 
handed why not let nature take its 
course. On what grounds do we ob- 
ject to left-handedness in any circum- 
stances? 

Educators would be quite as justi- 
fied in attempting to change left-foot- 
edness to right-footednuess us they are 
in compelling the left-handed child to 
write with the right only. If you are 
right-footed try to write your name 
even in imagination with the left foot, 
then with the right. The awkward- 
ness of the wrong foot will give you 
a faint conception of the handicap 
of the left-handed child encounters 
when he is compelled to use only the 
right hand for writing, drawing, sew- 
ing, molding or other skilled work.

April, a year ago, bringing output for 
the first four months of this year to 
above the corresponding period of last 
year. 

Two other important barometers of 
business—car loadings and output of 


electrical energy—are so close to last 
year’s levels that only a few more 
weeks may elapse before they are ex- 
ceeded. Output of electrical energy 
in the past week was only 1.8 per 
eent under a year ago and showed 
gains over a year ago in the north- 
eastern sections of the United States. 
Preliminary car loading statistics for 
last week indicate that the loss from 
a year ago might be only a few per 
cent compared with the recent aver- 
age loss of more than 10 per cent, 
Buyers Confident. 

Rising stock and commodity prices, 
which have reached the highest levels 
in many months, are said to have 
had a powerful influence in bolstering 
business sentiment throughout the 
country. In addition to “discount- 
ing” inflationary money threats, the 
rise in prices of various goods is be- 
lieved to signify the confidence on 
the part of many buyers that values 
will not go lower. 

Many economists point out that a 
steady rise in prices might indicate 
the end of the depression and the cur- 
rent upturn is being closely watched 
for a clue as to the immediate pros- 
pects of business. Already the rise 
in levels has caused many buyers to 
resume normal purchases before prices 
go higher. In this manner it is hoped 
that the public will soon begin to 
live normally again and pave the way 
for a return of prosperity. 

The current business upturn makes 
a remarkable contrast with February 
and March both in industrial activity 
and sentiment. March business sta- 
tistics now being made public showed 
a recession from February caused by 
the banking holiday. It was late in 
March or early in April that the pres- 
ent “turn” came and predictions that 
it will continue are heard on many 
sides.

JUDGE TELLS COURT

After hearing Judge Bradley’s story 
the court judiciary divided into four 
units and continued hearing evidence 
from witnesses of the riot last Thurs- 
day at the O’Brien county courthouse.

FREED ON PAROLE

kin, who prosecuted Carnes, could not 
be reached Thursday afternoon, but 
his assistant, Ed A. Stephens, said 
that “when Carnes was sentenced, it 
‘Was understood that it was to be for 
a flat five-year term, with no~appli- 
cation to be filed for clemency or 
parole, and no allowance to be given 
for good time, The selicitor-general’s 
office was not notified of his parole.” 


Carnes disappeared in 1928 when 
the charges were made against him, 
and he was located and arrested in 
Winnipeg, Canada, and brought back 
by Assistant Solicitor-General John H. 
Hudson, Carnes turned all of his prop- 
erty over to the home mission board 
and agreed to aid in untangling the 
affairs of the agency after it had oc- 
cupied the attention of auditors for 
several months. 

Dr. L. R. Christie, at the time 
president of the home mission board, 
in a statement referring to Carnes’ 
career, said that “the most of the 
stealing was so far back that the trail 
was virtually wiped out and the in- 
vestigators could only discover evi- 
dence here and there of such irregu- 
larities as to make us know that the 
stealing had been going on for prac- 
tically the whole time Carnes was 
connected with the board (approxi- 
mately 10 years).” 

Carnes received 11 months off of 
his sentence for good behavior, actual- 
ly serving four years and one month, 
He will remain on parole until the 
completion of the seven-year maximum 
term. 

Trusted with the funds of the home 
mission board for years, Carnes dis- 
appeared on August 15, 1928. Foul 
play or amnesia were feared until his 
affairs with the board were gone into 
and the manipulation of funds was re- 
vealed. Auditors found that he had 
borrowed large sums from numerous 
banks for his personal use in the 
name -of the board, entering the loans 
as liabilities against the organization, 
renewing them from time to time and 
paying the interest. 

Disposition of the funds Carnes was 
accused of stealing never was explain- 
ed satisfactorily, although it was be- 
lieved that some was lost in specula- 
tion on the stock market. The total 
shortage was placed by auditors at 
$953,000. Partial restitution by 
Carnes was said to have involved 
property valued at. close to $250,000. 

Sentence was passed on Carnes by 
Judge Virlyn B. Moore, of Fulton 
superior court, who said that while 
Carnes was getting off light, yet he 
would concur in the consent verdict 
in view of the circumstances and 
statements that a long, expensive trial 
would be necessary otherwise.

The anti-trust laws are suspended 
for a year to permit the co-ordinator 
to earry out the purpose of the bill. 
President Roosevelt is given the right 
to continue the act for another year 
if necessary. 

Joseph B. Eastman, a member of 
the interstate commerce commission, 
is likely to be named by President 
Roosevelt as the co-ordinator. The 
Rayburn bill provides that a commis- 
sioner may be named for one year, 
and then resume his place on_ the 
commission, This special provision 
apparently confirms the report that 
Eastman will take the office, since 
he was one ef the authors of the leg- 
islation.

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Text of Roosevelt Address 
Outlining Recovery Ideas} 


WASHINGTON, May 4—(AP)— 
Here is the full text of President 
Roosevelt's address tonight before 
the Chamber of Commerce of the 
United. States: 

Because of a national and world 
situation which has taken every mo- 
ment of my time during the past 
two months, I have had to forego 
the privilege of discussing many mat- 
ters of common interest with the 
members of~the Chamber of Com- 
merce of the United States. For 
the same reason, frankly, I have had 
neither time nor opportunity to pre- 
pare for you tonight any complete 
phase of our national problems. 

I do not have to tell you that the 
government of the United States in 
its executive and legislative branches 
has been seeking and obtaining ac- 
tion relating to our own internal 
economy and to initiation of a co- 
operative spirit among all the na- 
tions of the world. We have sought 
through moderate and wise measures 
to increase the volume of trade, to 
give employment to the unemployed 
and to effect a broad elevation of 
commodity prices. 

I present to you three requests. 
During the past few weeks we have 
witnessed with a slight but definite 
upturn in most industries, a simul- 
taneous rise in most commodity 
prices. Past experience indicates 
that when the price level begins to 
rise after a long period of declining 
commodity prices, wages which have 
been previously curtailed 'ag behind 
the rise in the price level. 
Unfair Burden Placed 
on Laboring Class. , 

That result has in the past im- 
posed upon those who labor an un- 
fair burden: has prevented their just 
and equitable share in the profits 
of industry and has limited the pur- 
chasing power of the overwhelming 
majority of our population. 

I, therefore, ask you, who repre- 
sent in all probability the majority 
of the employers of the nation, to 
refrain from further reduction in the 
wages of your employes and I ask 
you also to increase your wage scales 
in conformity with and simultaneous 
with the rise of the level of commod- 
ity prices in so far as this lies with- 
in your power. 

It is a simple fact that the aver- 
age of the wage scale of the nation 
has gone down during the past four 
years more rapidly than the cost of 
living. It is essential, as a matter 
of national justice, that the wage 
scale should be brought back to meet 
the cost of living and that this proc- 
ess should begin now and not later. 

My second request has to do with 
bringing order out of chaos. During 
the past four years what previously 


had been considered to be an orderly 
industrial system has degenerated 
into one of the highest disorder. You 
and I acknowledge the existence of 
unfair methads of competition, of 
cut-throat prices and of general 
chaos. You and I agree that this 
condition must be rectified and that 
order must be restored. The attain- 
ment of that objective depends upon 
your willingness to co-operate with 
one another to this end and also your 
willingness to co-operate with your 
government,

Minority of Industrtes 
Vigorously Attacked. ~ 

In almost every industry an over- 
whelming majority of the units of 
the industry are wholly willing to 
work together to prevent overproduc- 
tion, to prevent unfair wages, to 
eliminate improper working caadi- 
tions. In the past, success in at- 
taining these objectives has been 
prevented by a small minority of 
units in many industries. I can as- 
sure you that you will have the co- 
operation of your government in 
bringing these minorities to under- 
stand that their unfair practices are 
wpe Sing A a sound public policy.

t is human nature to view a prob-

this same point of view to them- 
selves. And yet I call your atten- 
tion to what must be elear to all of

The legislature today quit its 21- 
day game of football with a beer tax- 
ation and regulation measure and 
passed it to join three separate bills 
which legalize the flow of beer. 

Governor Sholtz, who had withheld 
signature to the legalization measures, 
pending enactment of a taxation plan, 
is expected to sign the four bills to- 
morrow. 

Although beer is said to be scarce, 
some prospective dealers intended to 
begin sale&S soon after the bills are 
signed. Big shipments of beer are 
said to be waiting legalization to be 
distributed in the state. 

Florida will levy a gallonage tax 
of 6 cents on beer. This, with the 
license fees, is expected to bring 
about $2,000,000 annually into the 
treasury. 

There is only one brewery in opera- 
tion in the state, located at Jackson- 
ville, with a capacity of 3,600 bar- 
rels a week, but officials of the firm 
say it will be several days yet be- 
fore any can be released. 


SAVANNAH COUNCIL 
LICENSES BEER PLACES 

SAVANNAG, Ga., May 4.—(#)— 
Despite. the bone-dry Georgia prohi- 
bition law, this city has moved to ob- 
tain reveriue from beer coming over 
the South Carolina border by licens- 
ing dealers in non-intoxicating malt 
beverages. 

The lone alderman who voted 
against the ordinance fixing the 
wholesale license at $300 and retail 
at $50 per year said that under its 
provisions 3.2 per cent beer could be 
sold in Savannah because of the fed- 
eral congress action in declaring it 
non-intoxicating. ° 

Council voted 11 to 1 for the ordi- 
nance, the negative vote being ex- 
plained by its author because of his 
belief the act conflicted with the 
Georgia law which prohibits the sale 
of beverages containing more than 
one-half of one per cent alcohol. 

Savannah, chief seaport of Georgia, 
is just across the river of that name 
from South Carolina, which state 
some time ago legalized the sale of 
3.2 per cent beer. Clamor for a spe- 
cial session of the Georgia legislature 
to act on beer came to Governor Eu- 
gene Talmadge from Savannah, An- 
gusta, Mayor James L. Key of At- 
lanta, and members of the general as- 
sembly. The Georgia governor has 
declined to call a special session for 
this purpose. 

Savannah residents say beer is be- 
ing sold openly and that the council 
acted to obtain revenue for city ex- 
penses. 

By vote of the council wholesale 
dealers in malt beverages for the re- 
mainder of this. year will have to 
pay only half of the license tax and 
the same right was accorded the re- 
tail dealers. 

The Georgia legislature does not 
meet again until January, 1935, un-

INDIANA’S BEER LAW 
HELD UNCONSTITUTIONAL 

HAMMOND, Ind., May 4.—()— 
Judge Virgil S. Reiter, of the Lake 
superior court, today held the Indi- 
ana law regulating the manufacture 
and sale of 3.2 beer to be unconsti- 
tutional. 

The judge. made his ruling on the 
regulatory law in the case brought 
by Abe Rosen. of Hammond, to re- 
strain state officials from interfer- 
ing with him in the sale of beer. 
Rosen, proprietor of a bottling works, 
had been denied a wholesaler’s license. 

Judge Reiter said he baged his de- 
cision on the law which provides for 
appointment of a state excise director 
with power to grant license sto brew- 
ers, importers, wholesalers and re- 
tailers. 

The judge held this to be in viola- 
tion of the fourteenth constitutional 
amendment which provides that no 
state shall make or enforce any law 
which shall abridge the privileges or 
immunities of United States citizens. 


CARTLEDGE APPROVES 
TALMADGE’S POSITION 

Governor Eugene Talmadge’s action 
in refusing to call a beer session of

Failing general agreement to a 
truce on tariffs in the interval before 
June 12, the United States will seek 
at least for such an agreement to 
apply to the time during which the 
conference is in session. This pro- 
posal also has been made officially by 
Mr. Davis but it was emphasized here 
that the American government is far 
from abandoning hope for the truce 
between now and the conference. 

Other developments which drew the 
serious attention of American offi- 
cials included the reaction in some 
private circles abroad to the govern- 
ment’s refusal to pay the interest on 
its bonds in gold to foreign holders. 
Undersecretary Phillips said, however, 
that no protests had been received. 
Officials noted without comment the 
increase in the British fund for sta- 
bilizing the pound. 

The financial and monetary prob- 
lems in connection with the economic 
conference occupied the American and 
Italian representatives in a long con- 
sultation at the state department 
which included Secretary Hull, Sig- 
nor Jung, Ambassador Augusto Rosso, 
of Italy, and Breckinridge Long, new 
ambassador to Rome. 

Later in the day these groups trans- 
ferred their activities across the street 
to the White House, where President 
Roosevelt took over the leading role 
in the conversations. 

One of the conferees said Italy held 
a peculiarly strong position in any 
attempt to stabilize the world’s cur- 
rency. He explained that Mussolini 
has resolutely preserved the stability 
of the lira and that Italy accordingly 
is in a position to help other nations 
back to a standardized curreney. 

While the Italians were conferring 
with the secretary, the Argentine 
spokesmen went into conference with 
American representatives at the state 
department on trade and economic 
matters connected with the coming 
conference and bearing on business 
relations between the United States 
and Argentina. 


BRITAIN ASKING SAFEGUARDS, 
ASSERTS RAMSAY M’DONALD 

LONDON, May 4.—(/)—The first 
official expression of Great Britain’s 
attitude toward the American pro- 
posal for a tariff truce was voiced by 
Prime Minister Ramsay MacDonald 
today when he informed the house of 
commons that Britain was asking 
for special “safeguards.” 

Mr. MacDonald, reporting to the 
house on his economy discussions with 
President Roosevelt in Washington, 
also revealed that discussion of the 
war debts had been barred from the 
program of the world economic con-

American authorities in London, 
who earlier in the day asserted that 
neither Britain nor France was in 
full accord with the tariff truce pro- 
posal, were somewhat more optimistic 
tonight after a confeernce between 
Mr, McDonald and Norman H. Davis, 
American ambassador at large. 

Firm hope was expressed that an 
agreement on the truce pending the 
outcome of the economic conference 
would be reached by the powers at 
the beginning of the world parley. 

In his statement to the bones the 
prime minister revealed that the 
debts had been “frankly examined in 
all their aspects” while he was in 
Washington. 

The house listened with eager in- 
terest to Mr. MacDonald's account of 
his Washington journey, the purpose 
of which, he said, was “to ascertain 
by intimate discussion what the pros- 
pects were of co-operation.” 

George Lansbury, head of the la- 
bor opposition, charactérized the Mac- 
Donald statement as “meager” and 
called on the prime minister to take 
the commons and the country into 
his confidence and to “give a full 
statement of the government’s policy 
generally as regards the world eco- 
economic conference.”

IN SCOTTSBORO TRIALS 


WASHINGTON, May 4—(A)— 
Representative Fish, republican, New 
York, told the house today that exe- 
cution of the negroes. on trial at 


Seottsboro for attacking two white 
girls “will be regarded by negroes as 
a miscarriage of justice that will put 
a weapon in the hands of commu- 
nists such as they’ve never before 
had.” 

“They are charged with attacking 
two women of the underworld, women 
of low character,” Fish said. “One 
of these boys has been sentenced de- 
spite the testimony of one of these 
women that she was not attacked. 
“The attorneys representing these 
negroes were paid by the International 
Defense League, an out.and out com- 
munist organization. I think the 
judge conducted himself with the ut- 
most integrity. I am only trying to 
serve notice that the execution of these 
young men will do more to spread 
revolutionary propaganda in this 
country than anything the commu- 
nists could do themselves.” 

“A few weeks ago,” Fish continued, 
“four white men were arrested in Vir- 
ginia for attempting to rape a 12- 
year-old negro girl. Does anyone be- 
lieve they will be sentenced to death?” 
Fish referred to Federal Judge 
Jams A. Lowell, of Boston, 
conduct the house voted to investigate 
last week after he released George 
Crawford, negro, wanted in Virginia 
for murder, as his personal friend and 
“a man of high character.”

Ladysman’s workout this morning 
caused a number of observers to come 
away shaking their heads over the 
horse’s behavior.

She cut this into small pieces. Any 
variety may be used. Nancy chose 
a packaged variety which is creamy 
and which does not string on melt- 
ing. 

After the cheese was melted and 
the mixture had been removed from 
tne fire she added three egg volks 
which had been beaten slightly. Then 
she folded in three egg whites beaten 
stiffly with one teaspoon of _ salt. 
She added one teaspoon of Worces- 
tershire sauce and baked the mixture 
in a buttered heavy baking dish for 
approximately one hour. The oven 
was a Slow one, 325 degrees.
